Greek Guerillas Capture Province of Thessaly

LONDON, June 18.— 
(BUP)—German propagand- 
ists seeking a clue to Allied 
invasion plans shifted atten- 
tion to the eastern Mediter- 
ranean today where Greek 
Sources reported that gueril- 
las have ignored a Nazi ul- 
timatum to lay down ‘their 
arms and had seized almost 
all of the province of Thes- 
Saly, in eastern Greece. 

The Greek claims of new guer- 
ila successes coincided with a 
German Trans-Ocean agency 
broadcast speculating on why 
British attention was being cen- 
tred more and more on the east- 
ern Mediterranean. 

The dispatch quoted Swedish 
correspondents or Stockholm 
sources and added: “Everything 
now is pointing to a coming Bal- 
kan offensive in an attempt to con- 
quer Crete and the Dodecanese 
(Italian) islands.” 


IGNORE ULTIMATUM 

Greek sources said that guerilla 
forces in Thessaly, which lies 
northwest of the Dodecanese in- 
vasion path to eastern Europe, had 
ignored a German ultimatum to 
lay down arms last motnh arid the 
guerillas were interrupting Axis 
operations. For the first time, they 
asserted, the guerillas contro! the 
plains as wel) as the mountains of 
Thessaly. 

Their grip is so strong that any 
person passing from one side of 
the province to the other must 
have a special permit from the 
guerillas, it was claimed. 

The shift of Nazi attention to the 
eastern Mediterranean followed a 
series of enemy broadcasts that 
Allied ships, landing barges, thou- 
sands of airplanes and a huge army 
was massing in North Africa for an

Mikhail Galaktionov, writing in 
the new review, War and the Work- 
ing Class, reported indications that 
the German army is contemplating 
seriously abandoning its “bankrupt- 
ed blitzkrieg strategy” to prepare 
for a long, drawn-out positional 
campaign as a result of its failure 
to defeat either Britain or Russia 

“As a result of its winter cam- 
paign,” Galaktionov wrote, “the 
Red Army is established in favor- 
able positions on all decisive sec- 
tors of the front. The Red Army is | 
steadily growing stronger and is} 
ready to renew mighty blows such | 
as last winter shook Germany to its 
foundations.” 


NAZIS’ POSITION 

Germany's position now was 
likened by Galaktionov to that of 
1915 “with ths difference —in the 
east, the Germans are facing a pow-! 
erful Soviet Russia: Britain has not} 
yet thrown in all its forces, and 
United States production already is| 
at a higher level than toward the 
end of the last war.” 

He warned, however, that only | 
new mighty blows from the east 
and west on Germany itself will 
knock Germany out of the war.

TEHERAN, Iran, June 18. 
—As invasion forces are be- 
ing welded into readiness for 
an offensive against the Nazi 
fortress of continental Eur- 
ope, the Allied high command 
is counting heavily on a little 
known fighting force as- 
sembled on the eastern shores 
of the Mediterranean, 

This is the eastern Polish army, 
consisting of four regular in- 
fantry divisions, one armored 
brigade and various independent 
motorized units, Its total strength 
is 75,000 officers and men, ex- 
Clusive of an important women's 
auxiliary service and several de- 
tachments of trained units com- 
posed of boys under 17 years of 
age. 

Thus the Allies have in the 
Middle East a full-sized army of 
soldiers at least half of whom are 
veteran regulars who saw action in 
Poland in September, 1939. They 
are commanded by Gen. Wladyslaw 
Anders.

Re-Educate’ Reich, 
Proposal of Labor 


DON, June 18—(CP)—The 
National Labor Party yesterday 
passed a resolution favoring re- 
education of Germany for democ- 
racy, total disarmament of the 
country and eradication of the Ger- 
man people's aggressive national- 
ism, but an “indignation meeting” 
of 100 delegates indicated Labor's 
views on the subject were far from 
unanimouus. 

Despite the vote of more than 
1,000,000 in favor of the resolu- 
tion which said in part that “no 
permanent peace will be possible 
unless Germany is completely 
disarmed and her aggressive 
nationalism entirely eradicated,” 
the indignation meeting was ex- 
tremely vocal. 

With Aneurin Bevin, keen gov- 
ernment critic. in the chair the 
meeting adopted a resolution ex- 
pressing “surprise and indignation 
that the labor movement of this 
country should be made to appear 
to share the detestable views which 
have come to be known as Vansit- 
tartism.” 

This was a reference to the doc- 
trine of Lord Vansittart, former 
undersecretary of state for foreign 
affairs which holds that the mass 
of the German people is to blame 
for the war as wel! as the National 
Socialist government. 


Restrictions on 
Wheat Acreage 
May Be Lifted

ings may vitally affect Canada’s im- 
mediate food production plans. 

The argument on what types of 
food should be produced lies be- 
tween staple field crops and perish- 
able vitamin foods. 

The great change in Canada in 
this war has been a shift from 
staple cereals to vitamin foods 
grown on the hoof. Nothing in 
section 12 of the Food Conference 
Final act, which Prime Minister 
King tabled here last Monday, is 
taken officially as indicating any 
immediate changes in Canadian 
Production, such as a switch back 
to cereal grains. 

Two further important factors 
are seen in the wheat situation. 
Since the U.S. lifted its wheat re- 
striction last February, by allowing 
wheat farmers to qualify for loans 
and payments even if they exceed 
their AAA allotments, the United 
States has begun to increase its 
wheat production. Probable 1943 
wheat acreage of 55,000,000 inay rise 
to 66,000,000 in 1944. The paradox 
of U.S. policy, from the Canadian 
viewpoint, is that the U.S.A. is ex- 
Panding wheat acreage on a scale 
that will in one year wipe out the 
restricfion which Canada has 
achieved laboriously in three years. 
The reason is that United States is 
feeding large volume of wheat to 
livestock, that its population is 
consuming the highest food stand- 
ard of history and that millions of 
bushels of low grade wheat are 
going into alcohol. But the fact re- 
mains that Canada is handling a 
surplus of around 650,000,000 
bushels, right next door, and the 
Americans have still got a 42-cent 
tariff barrier while they are trying 
to grow more wheat. 


OTHER FACTORS 

The other factor is the prior 
commitment of Canada; U.S.A., Ar- 
gentine and Australia, to maintain 
orderly control of wheat produc- 
; tion in post-war years, under last 
year's international wheat agree- 
ment. The U.S. wheat acreage in- 
crease is justified under the wheat 
agreement, it is thought, because it 


is based on domestic needs. No 
equivalent reason exists for Can- 
ada to increase acreage, but a 
steady demand for Canadian wheat 
is foreseen on an export basis. No 
one has yet marked out the limits 
between the wheat agreement and 
the new food conference act, 
though obviously there are areas ‘of 
disagreement.

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Crops Healthy, 
Ten Days Late 
In Most Areas 


WINNIPEG, June 18 — Cool, 
cloudy westher which has been 
80 prevalent this spring continued 
over last week end, followed by 
several bright days with tempera- 
tures ranging from $0 to 70 which 
brought about e decided improve- 
ment in all crops growth, eccord- 
ing to the weekly crop report of 
the department of agriculture of 
the Canadian National Reilways. 

Heavy rains occurred in some 
localities and light to heavy show- 
ers in others. Work on land has 
been again delayed and due to the 
lateness of the season for seeding 
grain, more land will produce green 
feed or even be left to summer- 
fallow. Wheat is up from three to 
six inches and stooling thickly. 
RYE HEADING OUT 

Some fall rye fields are reported 
heading out. Local damage from 
cutworms and wire worms is noted 
but crops generally are of strong, 
healthy color and quite even. 
Future weather will have a great 
bearing on the outcome of a crop 
which does not lack for moisture 
but which is about 10 days late 
and requires warm, dry sunny days 
for speedy growth and develop- 
ment. 

Southern Manitoba reports all 
crops about two weeks later then 
usual with grain growth delayed 
account heavy reins and cool 
weather. Some low-lying fields 
Bre turning yellow due to excess- 
ive moisture. Wheat is up over 
six inches and stooling nicely, 
while coarse grains are about 
four inches high. Land is too wet 
to permit of much progress in 
summer-fallowing. 

Northern Manitoha reports that 
cool weather with heavy rains has 
prevented completion of seeding in 
a few districts. Considerable rise in 
temperature with bright sunshine 
during the last few days was wel- 
come. Wheat is up from two to five 
inches and fall rye is reported 
heading out. Moisture conditions 
are excellent and no damage is re- 
ported from any source. 


WEATHER IMPROVES 


Low temperatures have pre- 
vailed over most of southern Sas- 
katchewan but weather is now 
somewhat warmer. Light to heavy 
rains have fallen and all points re- 
port plenty of moisture. Crops have 
made good progress but warmer 
weather is needed. From some dis- 
tricts come reports of light damage 
from cutworms and wire worms. 

Central Saskatchewan reports 
summer fallow work delayed due 
to rain but that moisture is 
ample to carry the crops for some 
time. The same story is told of 
crops looking healthy but from 
10 days to two weeks late. Grain 
is up to seven inches high and 
stooling spendidiy. Flax has ger- 
minated uniformly and well in 
mest areas and is of healthy 
color. Some wire worm and cut- 
worm activity is reported but 
damage has not been noticeable 
as yet. Prospects continue good. 

In northern Saskatchewan gen- 
eral rains have fallen and moisture 
conditions continue good and are 
sufficient for some time to come. 
Wheat is about five inches above 
ground, looking strong, of good 
color and now stooling thickly. A 
few warmer days has greatly assist- 
ed growth but the season is still 
fully ten days behind normal. Con- 
tinued warm weather is required to, 
force growth. 


RAIN IN ALBERTA 


South central Alberta has had 
cool, cloudy weather with heavy 
rains. Moisture conditions are good 
and all seeding is completed. When 
weather warms up growth will be 
rapid. Farmers are now busy sum- 
mer fallowing. 

Centra! Alberta has had wet, 
cool weather which has prevented 
much werk -on the land. Growth 
has been slow, but grain has 
stooled well, looks healthy and is 
from three to six inches high. 
Some extra land has been plant- 
ed with barley, or is being left 
for green feed, while in other dis- 
tricts more land will be blackened 
to summer-fallow than usual, 


Cutworms are reported from num- 
erous localities where they have 
done considerable damage to gar- 
den crops but have not yet become 
active in grain fields. 

From the Peace River come re- 
ports of clear weather, turning 
warmer. Crops are growing fast 
with local rains furnishing ample 
moisture.

The new synthetic rubber plant at Sar- 
nia, Ontario, is an enterprise of magnitude 
and great permanent importance. The 
Minister of Munitions told parliament the 
plant will produce enough rubber to meet 
the peacetime needs of the Dominion, that 
the product will be as cheap as “natural” 
rubber, and as good, perhaps better, in 
quality. 

The raw material to be used comes 
from leum, combined with a by- 
product from steel plants. Mr. Howe ex- 
plained that to use wheat-alcohol as a base 
would involve either high-priced rubber or 
low-priced wheat, and a more costly plant. 
To produce rubber from the alcohol at as 
low a price as from petroleum, wheat would 
have to be delivered at the plant at a laid- 
down price of from 20 to 40 cents per 
bushel.

Ontario Takes Action 


The Government of Ontario is to in- 
crease pensions to aged and blind persons 
15 per cent. The present rate being $20, 
this wiil add $3 to the monthly pension 
cheques—still $7 below what the pension 
should be everywhere in Canada. But that 
Ontario is moving in the matter shows that 
the insufficiency of. the present rates is 
being recognized in eastern as well as in 
western Canada, This should encourage 
Mr. Ilsley to reconsider his decision and 
make one dollar per day the rate in all 
parts of the Dominion.

igher pensions are admitted to be needed 
in that province, the fact must be getting 
apparent in all the others. The Dominion 
should therefore take action to set the 
scale at one dollar a day everywhere, thus 
putting it up to all the provinces to get 
into line and master pay their share. 


Those Mosquitoes 


The city commissioners say it would 
probably cost about $10,000 per year to 
make Edmonton a mosquitoless town—as- 
suming of course that the necessary oil 
oe be obtained in these strenuous times 

to sprinkle the ponds where they hatch 
out. Gardeners, golfers, and people quite 
generally will agree that it would be worth 
the money in a season when the pests are 
as numerous and voracious as they were 
a few weeks ago. But, added to the oil 
question, the welcome fact appears to be 
that for some reason they are less plenti- 
ful or leas ravenous of late, and defence 
measures may not be very urgent for the 
present summer. 

Fortunately, the commissioners also 
know where the $10,000 can be got, if it 
has to be spent on a mosquito-war. Over 
the last ten years the city has been paying 
insurance premiums of abeut $31,000 per 
year, while the fire losses have been run- 
ning around $4,000. One way or another 
it is proposed to cut down the insurance 
cost, by securing lower rates from the com- 
panies, by insuring with the province, or by 
Setting up an insurance fund with annual 
allotments from city revenue. So if we 
have to open an oil offensive against the 
mosquito it may not cost the taxpayer any- 
thing in the shape of higher tax-bills, a 
consideration likely to make him positively 
war-minded should the winged enemies re- 
turn to the attack hed and ferocity. 


He’s a Busy Man 


The stories we are reading about the 
jittery state of the Nazi nerves are mostly 
products of under-ground reports which 
have been given an air of detailed reality 

« by imaginative writers in Allied and neu- 
tral listening posts around the fringes of 
the Hitler empire. And some are attempts 
at translating into plain language the veil- 
ed admissions made in Berlin broadcasts 
aimed at bolstering morale on the enemy 
home front. But at that there is no rea- 
son to doubt that the stories have a sub- 
stantial basis in fact: It is harder to sup- 
pose that the blood pressure is not mount- 
ing in Hitlerland than that it is. 

Certainly the Allies are neglecting no 
chance to encourage a lively state of an- 
ticipation behind the enemy lines, and since 
it was the Nazis who started the “war of 
nerves” the reasonable assumption is that 
they sensed this to be a singularly effec- 


bility.

supplies from one point to another in a 
frantic attempt to make the borders in- 
vasion-proof at all points. 

Dr. Goebbels, who is a clever little vil- 
lain, probably admires the skill with which 
the Allies are using his own propaganda 
weapon. They are keeping him busy 
thinking up ways to repair morale dam- 


ages.

Prices

Redistribution Is Postponed 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA—The decision to post- 
pone redistribution of federal re- 
presentation in the House of Com- 
mons, when announced zy Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, was ap- 
plauded by members in all parts cf 
the house, but by none so enthusi- 
astically as those from western 
Canada. The fight against redistri- 
bution on the basis of extraordinary 
changes in population caused by 
the war has been carried on for 
more than a year. It started back 
n February, 1942, when D. A. Mc- 
Niven, (Lib, Regina) raised the 
issue in the debate on the speech 
from the throne. 

The speech that Mr. McNiven 
made on Feb. 16, 1942, suggested 
the course which is now being fol- 
lowed. He said: “If our constitu- 
tion as it stands at present makes 
imperative an adjustment or re- 
alignment of the membership cf 
this house, then I urge we immedi- 
ately initiate proceedings to amend 
our constitution so that we can 
postpone this until after the war 
when conditions have again become 
settled, and that the membership 
of this house remain as it now is.” 

The loss of four seats in Sas- 


katchewan, end three in Manitoba, 
was strongly indicated if redistri- 
bution was to be carried out on 
the basis of the 1942 census, as re- 
quired by the British North 
America act. 

The fight on redistr bution has 
been going on quietly since the 
results of the 1941 census have been 
known. It is understood that west- 
ern members have carried it o2 
within the government caucus. The 
number of members opposing it 
has steadily grown, in all parties, 
as it became evident that redistri- 
bution would mean _ substantial 
changes in almost every constitu- 
ency, even in province which would 
suffer no net loss of seats. The 
boundaries would have to be chang- 
ed on the basis of 1941 census re- 
ports, which even now, in 1943, no 
longer represent the correct dis- 
tribution of population. 

The main movement that has oc- 
curred, besides the enlistment of 
men in the armed forces, has been 
# drift of manpower from the west 
to eastern war industries. But 
within the eastern provinces, urban 
constituencies have grown greatly 
and temporarily as concentrations 


of war workers developed. An- 
other realignment of population 
May occur once the war ends when 
war workers return to home dis- 
tricts or seek other employment. 


Shorter Sessions 
When the government struck re- 
distribution off the agenda of this 


session of parliament, it improved 
prospects for an early shortening 
of the session. The last redistribu- 
tion, based on the 1931 census, oc- 
cupied nearly three months to com- 
plete. Introduction of a redistri- 
bution measure at this session, if 
carried to completion, might take 
many weeks, in committee and in 
house debate, to complete. 

Observers in Ottawa now believe 
that the next election, when and if 
it comes, will be fought in constitu- 
encies as they are now mapped. 
This may be the meaning of post- 
ponement of redistribution for the 
duration of the war. In other 
words, the present parliament, 
which was elected in March, 1940, 
will be dissolved or live out its 
term which ends in 1945, before 
any action is taken on redistribu- 
tion, which will be moved back to 
the post-war period.

Churchill’s Prestige Very High

LONDON.—This is perhaps the 
crowning period in Winston 
Churchill's long public career, for 
he has returned nome with the 
offensive definitely in Allied hands 
after three years of refusal to ac- 
cept defeat, or 
even compro- 
mise, during the 
darkest days 
from Dunkirk on. 
Seldom, I sup- 
pose, has a peo- 
ple been able so 
clearly to trace 
its survival to 
the unbreakable 
conceal of one 


Shure hill re- Raymond 
turned from Am- Clapper 
erica in January of last year to 
greet a nstion depressel over the 
loss of Maleya and Singapore. 
There were deep stirrings of trou- 
ble in Commons, but he survived. 
And while he was in America last 
summer Tobruk fell. .For a few 
days there was a breathless fear 
that the Axis might crash through 
Suez and join hands with Japan, 
coming in from the East, and that 
all hope of victory might be ex- 
tinguished for years to come. 

Now Churchill returns from his 
latest Washington conference with 
triumphs for the Allied cause—not 
achieved, it is true, but now cer- 
tain. Africa has been cleared of 
the Axis. The knocking of Italy 
out of the war has begun. The pul- 
verizing of Germany from the air 
is going on, The French are re- 
united, Stalin bas come into closer 


collaboration with Roosevelt and 
Churchill than ever before, closing 
the last door of hope in Germany 
that defeat might be escaped 
through making a separate ‘peace 
with Russia. 

Churchill's return is in effect his 
victory parade, because while the 
end of the war is probably many 
months away, preparations for Ger- 
many’s defeat have made that 
event inevitable. We are now in 
the process of celebrating 
psychological victory, in the sense 
of ending the fear once felt by 
many that the Allies might have to 
accept a stalemate. 

Such is the progress in the three 
years from Dunkirk, when Chur. 
chill stood with no army and no 
weapons but only his own courage, 
and rallied Britain to fight it out, 
He sent his pitifully small tank 
force on to the Middle East, and 
stood Hitler off with nothing but 
sheer nerve. 

It was nerve only that enabied 
the British coolly to hold back a 
smal! force of fighter planes for a 
desperate defence. It was nerve 
that enabled Churchill, by his per. 
sonal force, to muster the latent 
reserves of the British people. Hit- 
ler had prepared for everything 
except the courage of Churchill. 
By all the rules of logic the Nazis 
should be celebrating their third 
anniversary in London now. Effi- 
ciency was not enough. ‘Historians 
are bound to ponder this thrilling 
demonstration of the force bf one 
man over the course of Lhe world. 

London newspapers for severa) 
days have been full of remini- 
scence, and bad poetry, and bistori- | 


cal articles, about ue and the 
Battle of Britain—reliving the ex- 
perience of those high days when 
the death of the nation was so close 
at hand. 

Gratitude toward Churchill is 
heightened by the man’s own phy- 
sigal stamina, recently demonstrat- 
ed. At his age men do not always 
recover from pneumonia, Churchill 
not only didn’t even give up his 
long black cigars, but he was able 
to knock around on a trans-Atlantic 
mission that would exhaust mep 
many years younger. 

Churchill flew back here from 
Africa, arriving about 5 a.m. after 
an all-night flight. He met with 
the war cabinet in a forenoon ses- 
sion waving to the crowds around 
10 Downing Street and showing 
fresh victory smile for the news 
cameras. 

The epic of Winston Churchill 
is first of all individual, but around 
his sturdy shoulders rest all the 
hopes of the British, who, when he 
took over in the summer of 1940, 
definitely faced extinction, at the 
worst, and at the best the breakup 
of their Empire and the imposition 
on England of such a life as exists 
in a Nazi colony like Denmark. 

What Churchill's further histori- 
cal mission will be remains to be 
unfolded, but it is already down in 
the books that he prevented, in his 
own phrase, the Mi uidation of the 
British Empire. at is what the 
outburst of gratitude toward Chur 
chill here this week means. 
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plices in the arrangements which 
have cost their countries so deariy. 

A generation agq we heard the 
term monopoly very often and 
“trust-busting” was associated with 
the name of T. R. the first Roose- 
velt president. In different coun- 
tries laws were passed, and made 
effective within the nation concern- 
ed, outlawing agreements and con- 
tracts which operated “in restraint 
of trade.” Scarcely was the ink dry 
on such records when the new 
menace arose, taking unto itself 
such power that the picayune meno- 
polies of an earlier day scarcely 
bear comparison with this new in- 
strument—the cartel. 

A cartel, like a pool or a trust can 
be interpreted in several ways. 
Broadly, it means a combination or 
agreement by which its . members 
control some or all phases of pro- 
duction, pricing and distribution of 
a commodity. The members of a 
cartel may be governments or cor- 
porations. It may be national only 
in its scope, but for the 4nost part 
it is international in its organiz- 
ation. The strength of the cartel lies 
in its control of patents, skills, raw 
materials, power and general facil- 
ities, 


Conquest 


Can we wonder that such a wea- 
pon was seized upon by Germany 
for use in her schemes of aggran- 
dizement. The cartel became an 
instrument of National policy in 
Germany. I. G. Farben industries 
indeed apparently began such use 
of the cartel before Hitler came to 
power, placing their might behind 
him when they saw he might be- 
come successful in welding Ger- 
many to a scheme of conquest. 
Through control of industry by 
means of the cartel Germany won 
many a victory impossible by other 
methods. 

Why then did democratic coun- 
tries join this nefarious scheming? 
In the democratic countries it was 
not the governments who made use 
of the cartel, but it was adopted 
by business men as a protection to 
the money invested in the industry 
concerned. Owing to vast discover- 
ies in the scientific world the re- 
sultant possible abundance thraet- 
ened changes from day to day, and 
even when change could be de- 
layed, plenty menaced the price 
structure. So, for the protection of 
their investments, business execu- 
tives used the cartel as an instru- 
ment to prevent abundance and 
keep prices up to a certain level 
regardless of the effect of this 
policy on the welfare of the masses 
or the country in general, 


Tin Cartel 


Germany cannot be charged with 
beginning the cartel, for the ‘con- 
trol British interests held over tin 
pre-dated Germany’s planning. The 
Cornish mines, opened by the 
Phoenecians in the long ago, gave 
Britain the lead in tin mining, and 
a British dominated cartel known 
as the International Tin Committee 
have carefully guarded control of 
that industry. The Cornish mines 
are no longer important but this 
cartel controlled the tin of the East 
Indies and Malaya. It is also be- 
lieved that the Bolivian tin indus- 
try is dominated by this committee. 

Rubber, too, was 
largely by British dominated inter- 


controlled ! 


instrument of the government in 
Britain. We have the tale of the 
Dutch East Indies Rubber interests 
refusing to sell any but limited 
amounts of rubber to America in 
the months just previous to Pearl 
Harbour (when the U.S.A. wished 
to create a store of rubber for 
emergency purposes) because any 
accumulation of rubber in U.S§.A. 
after the war would break down 
the price of rubber and hurt the 
industry. 

By means of the cartel.scarcity is 
maintained; prices kept high and 
distribution so arranged that com- 
petition is eliminated. By means of 
such agreements Germany reserved 
to herself South America as a distri- 
bution field, thereby providing her- 
self with a hot-bed for propaganda, 
which however failed to reach the 
desired objective. 

Agreements which are not lawful 
because of laws against monopolies 
in any country, are simply left un- 
written in the contracts and tacitly 
understood as “gentlemen's agree- 
ments.” 


Sinister 

One of the sinister aspects of the 
cartel is that its agreements are not, 
of necessity, destroyed by war, but 
only suspended, the understanding 
being that business will be resumed 
as usual when the emergency is 
past In one of I. G. Farben’s agree- 
ments with its American collabor- 
ator, we are told that the Americans 
were given the right to sell in 
North America, but in an “urgent 
emergency” would take over the 
English market during the “emerg- 
ency” only. Apparently IL G. Farben 
hoped that America would not 
enter the war until England was 
forced to terms with a conquering 
Germany. Then busines could be 
resumed as usual, ‘but, no doubt, 
organized to Germany's liking. 

Not in one community but many, 
as aluminum, plastics, products of 
the coal tar industry, etc., arrange- 
ments are such that, barring inter- 
ference by governments, business 
may go on as usual after the war 
under the same old rules for main- 
taining scarcity and a high price le- 
vel with the elimination of compe- 
tition in these essential products. 

We get a tint of this purpose in 
the discussion over -the Shipshaw 
development of the Aluminum Co. 
of Canada, and the accusation that 
the aluminum control in America is 
against the development of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway as it would pro- 
vide cheap power. Incidentally Can- 
ada is vitally interested in these 
companies as claims are made that 
too much was given this company 
in its development at Shipshaw, 
both at Ottawa and in Washington: 
The Canadian minister to Washing- 
ton Leighton MacCarthy, was for- 
merly an attorney for one of the 
companies concerned, and was one 
of the directorate, from which he 
did not resign until a short time 
ago. The propriety of his going to 
Washington as our representative, 
while associated with the Alumi- 
num interests, was questioned re- 
cently in the House of Commons by 
Mr. Coldwell. The whole question 
of the Company's position, as well 
as the financial aid given this de- 
velopment, should be studied by 
Canadian people who are inter- 
ested in the future of Canadian

He said Mr. Johnston did not} 
understand the tax laws and asked 
him not to make statements “mis- 
leading and dangerously mislead- 
ing” to workmen without looking 
into the law carefully. | 
“There are enough destructive 
stories abroad now without having 
them spread from this House of} 
Commons,” said Mr. Howe.

REBATES DIFFICULT 

The system militated against the 
whole basis of seeking increased, 
war production on an overtime 
basis.

It might 
take a year or two before they 
could be obtained. 

Mr. Gibson said overtime might 
raise a man into a higher bracket 
than the one in which he would 
eventually have to pay.

WHITEHORSE, Y.T., June 18—~ 
Brigadier W. W. Foster, 0.8.0, 
special commissioner and Canad- 
ian Army liaison officer, today 
completed discussions with Brig, 
Gen. James A. O'Connor, com- 
mander of the Northwest Service 
Command, regarding mutual Can- 
adian and American problems on 
the Alaska Military Highway, 

Both officers said they were 
“highly satisfied” with the talks. 

“We are very pleased to have had 
Brig. Foster with us as our guest,” 
Gen. O'Connor declared. “He has 
inspected our installations in the 
Whitehorse area, driven over a con- 
siderable stretch of the Alaska

Having babies, feeding and cloth- for companionship they find that 
their husbands have gone, too, and 
that they have nothing to say to 


fag children, getting them started 
to school, nursing them through 
juvenile diseases, steering adoles- 


cents through the whirlpools of the 
teen-age, getting daughters married 
and trying to keep sons from mar- 
rying the wrong girls, is such a full- 
time job that it leaves the average 
woman small leisure in which to 
think of herself, or to lay up any- 
thing for her own rainy day. 

Which is a pity because her 
future overtakes every woman. 
The cradie is empty. The boys 
end girls grow up into men and 
women, marry, set up their own 
homes and go about the business 
of life for themselves. Instead of 
the house being a bediam of 
noise, with youngsters whooping 
and yelling and dancing and 
playing, it is as silent as a tomb. 
The hands that have been so busy 
have nothing to do. 


RAINY DAYS 

Mother's rainy day has come and 
she hasn't had the forethought to 
lay up anything for it. She is caught 
without an umbrella and she is all 
wet. She has never realized that the 
time would come when her children 
would leave her and she would have 
to scrap all of her old ways of liv- 
ing and devise a new pattern of 
existence. 

This brings about innumerable 
tragedies because it is not easy for 
a middle-aged woman to make her- 
self over and change the whole 
trend of her thoughts and interest 
and pleasures. After having her 
world bounded by the four walls 
of her home she can't suddenly 
become wildly enthusiastic over 
the inhabitants of Timbuktu. After 


having been rushed to death she 
Goesn't know how to loaf and invite 
ber soul. 

So we have with us the women 
who should be happy but who 
are miserable because they are 
bored to death; who do not know 
what to do with themselves or 
how to amuse themselves and 
who drift, by the thousands, into 
becoming neurotic invalids. Any 
doctor, who is a general practi- 
tioner, will tell you that a large 
percentage of his patients are wo- 
men who have nothing whatever 
the matter with them except that 
they are lonesome. They have 
finished their jobs as mothers and 
do not know what to do with 
themselves. 


NEEDS ACTIVITY 


Now inasmuch as babies are 
bound to grow up into men and 
women, if you give them a little 
time, and are predestined to leave 
the home nest, it does seem as if 
women should have intelligence 
enough to prepare themselves for 
it and be able to meet the situa- 
tion with philosophy when it hap- 
pens to them, and that instead of 
concentrtaing all of their thoughts 
and interests on their children 
they would be prudent enough to 
diffuse them over such a number 
of things that they would have 
something to fall back upon when 
the youngsters leave them. 

Of course, the obvious insurance 
that a wife should take out against 
this catastrophe befalling her is 
to keep in touch with her hus- 
and. She should realize that he | 
is her best bet and devote more 
time to pampering him than she 
does to spoiling the kids, on the 
ground that she has him for keeps 
while the children will soon be 
gone. One is a life proposition and 
the other is a short term invest- 
ment.

It is because Mother 
has not had enough sense to keep 
her own interests, have her own 
friends and pleasures and amuse- 
ments that she has to stick her 
fingers in her children’s pies and 
interfere in all of their affairs. 
Thousands of women who have 
independent fortunes, who could 
live in their own houses or in 
swanky hotels, inflict themselves 
on their children, although they 
know they are not wanted and 
that they are a source of friction 
between the husband and wife. 
But, having no lives for them- 
selves, they become parasites who 
suck the very life blood out of 
their rhildren.

She 
should read and study and keep up 
with the world. She should hold 
on to her old friendships with both 
hands. She should belong to clubs 
and go in for causes so when her 
hour of need comes she will have 
plenty of interesting things to do, 
plenty of people to bear her com- 
pany, and a mind so well stocked 
that she can say I am never less 
alone than when I am alone.

Parents are annoyed when their 
children are in the period of devel-| 
opment during which they insist 
upon seemingly useless repetition 
of the same things. 

When Daddy comes home at 
night and hangs his hat in the hall 
closet, he must from then on hang 
it there, whether or no. The hat- 
hanging has become a rigmarole 
which must be repeated nightly. 

Let a visitor come in and put her 
pocketbook .at a certain angle on a 
certain table and the child is dis- 
tressed if subsequently she puts it 
elsewhere. The table and the poc- 
ketbook make a pleasing picture to 
the child and he wants it repeated. 

This period, usually from about 

2% to 3 or more, has a name. it 

is called the “ritualistic” period 
because of the child’s insistence 
that once begun every act must be 
dignified by constant repetition.

War Prisoners 


By KATHRYN O'NEILL 

TORONTO, June 18, — (Cp) — 
Founded in Montreai in January, 
1942, in response to appeals from 
Canadian prisoners of war in Ger- 
many and Italy and developed later 
with contacts through the Red 
Cross with prisoners in the hands 
of the Japanese, the Canadian Pris- 
oners of War Relatives’ Association 
now has a membership of more than 
4,000 in various cities and towns 
across the Dominion. 

The association was founded of- 
ficially by Mrs. David Walker, now 
a wing officer in the R.C.A.F. (W 
D.), whose husband was captured 
early in the war. Mrs. M. F. Row- 
land is secretary of the Ontario 
branch of the association. 

“Originally several wives of pris- 
oners in Germany kept in touch 
with each other by personal cor- 
respondence,” said the youthful 
blue-eyed Ontario secretary, who 
is a war guest from England. Her 
own husband was taken prisoner 
at Dunkerque in June, 1940. 

“Since the association has been 
founded, the monthly news letter 
and the regular meetings has often 
given us news of our husbands and 
helped tis through the lonely months 
between the brief letters they are 
allowed to write,” Mrs. Rowland 
said wistfully. 

Mrs. J. O. Asselin, of Montreal, 
awarded the M.B.E. for charitable 
and philanthropic work in the re- 
cent King’s birthday honors lisi, 
is national president of the Can- 
adian P.O.W.R.A. All in the Can- 
adian offices are volunteers and 
close relatives of prisoners of war, 
Mrs. Rowland said. “This makes | 
contact with relatives seeking ad- 
vice much more personal. We 
can tell them from experience ex- 
actly what most of the men like 
in their boxes, and even sometimes 
what sort of news they like to hear 
in their letters.” 

WORK. EXPANDED 

The work of the P.O.W.R.A. has 
expanded with the organization. 
“We are able to stock supplies of 
tinned beef, dehydrated fruit and 
other hard-to-get delicacies,” said 
the provincial secretary, “and sell 
them to relatives for the prisoners’ 
boxes—in needy cases we give rela- 
tives contents for the boxes.” 

“We often pack and send boxes 
for relatives,” Mrs, Rowland said, 
“since it is sometimes very difficult 
to keep down to the 11 pound limit. 
pack the box compactly and still 
have it easy to inspect at the 
border.” 

The P.O.W.R.A. in Montreal also 
sends. Canadian prisoners cigar- 
ettes, orts equipment, musical 
instruments and other articles dif- 
ficult to include in personal par- 
cels. The Toronto branch recently 
sent gramophones to three ampu- 
tation cases in German prison 
pees Me de abe al Tho Sante EIS ae?

VANCOUVER, June 18—(CP) 
/The letter is written on pale blue 
}paper in Florence Nightingale’s 
legible hand Dated Feb. 8 1888 
it describes a coffee-house which 
she intended to establish for the 
purpose of enticing men away from 
pubs 

The letter is part of a Florence 
Nightingale collectiononly one of 
its kind in Canada—which was pre 
sented to the Vancouver General 
Hospital School of Nursing by Miss 
Grace Fairley, former superintend- 
ant at the school 


Florence Nightingale knew her 
men, She knew she must make her 
counter-altraction good “In all 
coffee-rooms which have really 
answered and attracted the men I 
have known,” she wrote, “there has 
always been some lady who has 


gone in on occasional evenings and 
entertained them, The best man 
aged coffee-house in London ts 
controlled by two women. They 
have plenty of influence over a 
very rough lot.” She thinks of the 
coffee quality too, “I would pro 
mise: let the coffee be good.”

McCoy Health 
Service

ed in the weekly menus which have 
been appearing in this column each 
Friday, it has been decided to dis- 
continue the printing of these menus 
for the duration, or until normalcy 
returns in the food situation. 

However, readers are invited to 
send for special articles on diets 
and food combinations, which will 
help to provide good wholesome 
and nutritious meals with the foods 
available. 


PROTEINS NEEDED 
IN YOUR DIET 

All animal life requires a suitable 
amount of the various elements in 
order to maintain life, and repair 
and build up tissue. These elements 
are combined in different propor- 
tions and arrangements in the food 
Suitable for use by the animal 
organism. One of these arrange 
ments is a complicated combination 
of nitrogen, carbon, oxygen, hydro- 
gen and sulphur, so grouped in a 
form we designate by the name of 
protein. The principal foods con- 
taining this special grouping of 
elements are meats, nuts, cheese, 
fish, fowl, eggs and the entire whole 
grains, 

The largest amount of protein 
found without mixture with other 
food elements is that in the flesh 
foods. Of course all organic life 
will be found to contain a varying 
amount of these protein compounds, 
but their mixture with other ele- 
ments often makes them unsuitable 
for the best use by the digestive 
system of man and the animals, 

The animals that obtain their pro- 
tein from the grains are forced to 
use also too large an amount of 
starch in combination, in’ order ‘o 
secure a sufficient amount of pro- | 
tein for their needs. They are. 
therefore, made sluggish because of 
the excessive amount of starch they 
are forced to use in order to get 
enough protein. 

Animal life or human life could 
not long exist if denied this indis- 
pensable protein material which is 
needed for cell growth and repair. 
Many experiments have been made 
by dietitians to prove the truth of 
this statement. 

In the ordinary mixed diet, no 
fear need be felt that not enough 
food containing protein will be used. 
About a quarter of a pound of meat 
daily will supply the average per- 
son with enough protein. The fault 
is that its mixture with other food- 
stuffs is such as to make its proper 
digestion and assimilation difficult. 

The usual course dinner often 
contains so many different proteins 
that three or four times as much 
is eaten as the body could possibly 
use in one day, no matter how 
large the body, or how active. 

The urgent need is for everyone 
to learn how much of this kind of 
food the body can use, and how it 
should be combined with other 
foods to repair and build cell struc- 
ture, This does not have to be 
measured in grams, for fear of us- 
ing too large # quantity. Nature 
is not so exacting in matters of 
diet, but allows for reasonable de- 
viations from an approximate 
quantity. 

The average person doing hard 
muscular work or taking a propor- 
tionate amount of physical culture 
exercises may with safety use as 
much protein in one day as that 
contained in two eggs and about 
a quarter of a pound of Jean meat. 
In some cases, a half pound of lean 
meat may be used without harm 
if the physical exercise is quite 
vigorous. 

It must be remembered that 
children in particular need protein 
as there is a need for this important 
substance not only to repair worn- 
out tissue but also to provide the 
extra material needed in growth, 
where extra tissue is added. Be 
sure that your growing child ob- 
tains sufficient protein. 

When there is a strong ethical 
objection to the use of flesh foods, 
then nuts or whole grains may he 
substituted by those with strong 
digestions, Nevertheless, I have 
found that the most satisfactory 
results may he expected if the 
easily digested flesh foods are de- 
nended unon to provide the pro- 
teins, leaving more vital energy for 
other functional needs,
